HINTS FOR 
HOUSEWIVES 


Kxreltettt Floor Covering*. 


Colonial rugs are an excellent 


covering. They are much more dur- 
able than the jute rugs of Japanese 
design and are less expensive thau the 
Smyrna rug. They come in large car- 
pet sizes, in small mats, hall strips, 
and the usual variei 
dimensions. 


The colorings are good, chieny ia 
negative tones, and the designs unob- 
trusive. 


Embroidery. 


The ironing process for all kiuus of 


embroidery is much alike. The table 
should be covered with a thick, soft 
fiauuel and a very smooth sheet, to 
admit of the embroidery sinking in it, 
so as to preserve it from unsightly flat- 
tening. Wheu there is much shrinking 
it is a good plan to begin by pinning 
the article by its edges to the ironing 
blanket wrong side up always. Cover 
all embroidered parts with a soft hand- 
kerchief and iron quickly from the 
centre outward, to press the wrinkles 
toward the ed^es, where tbey are most 
easily disposed of. 
When the article 


feels dry on the wrong side, if it is 
linen or cotton, turn it and iron the 
plain surface, taking care that the iron 
does not touch the embroiuery to mark 
or spoil it.

How t» Make Lime AVater. 


Few housekeepers realize the use- 


fulness of lime water in the economy 
of the household. 
While it can be 


bought already prepared at any drug 
store, it can easily be made at home il 
one is so situated as to get the lime. 
Put a piece of fresh, unslaked lime— 
about half a peck—into a large stone 
jar and pour over it slowly (so as not 
to allow it to slacken too rapidly; foui 
gallons of hot water. 
Stir until thor- 


oughly dissolved, and then allow it to 
settle. 
Repeat this process several 


times during ths day, and then care- 
fully pour off into bottles all that 
comes clear anil limjiid. 3Iany people 
who find thai milk distresses them 
will feel no ill effects if a teaspoonful 
of lime water is added to each glass 
they drink. 
If put into milk that i? 


liable to curdle when heated, it will 
prevent its doing so. 
For burns and 


scalds it will be iouud most effectual 
wheu mixed with an equal part of lin- 
seed oil. It will also be found useful 
in cleaning babies' nursing bottles or 
small cream jtigs, purifying and sweet- 
ening them without leaving any un- 
pleasant taste behind. 


Kecipes. 


Cabbage Salad—Cut ont the stalks 


and ribs from a tender, white cabbage 
aud cut the thinnest leaves into nar- 
row strips. Pour a mayonnaise dress- 
ing over the cabbage and serve. 


Cream Puffs—ilelt a half-cupful of 


hot water, and while boiling, beat in 
one cupful of Sour, then remove from 
the fire and cool. 
When cold, stir in 


three unbeaten eggs, one at a time. 
Drop quickly on tins and bake twen- 
ty-live minutes in a mo.lerate oven. 


Lemon Syrup-—Put two cupfuls of 


sugar, one-half cupful of water and a 
few thin parings of the outside cf 
leiaon peel into a saucepan on the tire; 
stir until the sugar is all dissolved, 
and then let it boil, without again 
touching it, for twelve minutes: add 
the juice of half a lemon. 


Cucnmber Sandwiches—Select n cn- 


cnmber that is small and thin, that 
there may be no large seeds. 
Peel 


and slice as thinly as possible into ice 
water and let stand ten minutes. 
Drain very dry and place between thin 
slices of bread which have been spread 
with mayonnaise dressing. 


Rice Slices—The day previous cook 


tender three-qnarters of a teacnpful 
of rice, in ha:f milk and water {in al! 
one pint), to which a half-teaspoonfnl 
of salt has been added. 
Put to cool 


iu deep dish. 
In the morning slice 


and dip in egg and brown on the grid- 
dle. 
This makes a very nice break- 


fast dish in the spring. 


Congealed Pudding—Half box of 


erelatine sc-akeJ in half cupful of wa- 
tier. 
Scald quart of milk: in this 


put three-fourths of a cupful of sugar, 
one-third cake of chocolate broken up. 
Stir in gelatine. 
When chocolate and 


treiatine have dissolve.! set aside to 
coo',. 
When slightly hard stir in a 


handful of rnisius. 
Many gelatines 


will harden in warm weather without 
the use >/f ice. Place the bowl in a 
deep one of coM water. 
Ail these 


recipes have been tried and found d«- 
licious.

" Must Free the Roads of Stones. 


According to the new law, supervisors 


•are now compelled to remove the loose 
.stones from the count ry roads at 
least once a month during April, May, 
June, Jury, August, September and Oc- 
tober of each year. 


The following is a copy of the act, 


"which was approved May 2: 


Section 1. Be it enacted, etc., that from 


and after the passage of this act, the 
township supervisors and road commis- 
sioners of the several townships of this 
Commonwealth shall, annually, on the 
first Monday of April, enter into a eon- 
tract with one or more taxpayers to re- 
move and take away the loose stones 
from the main traveled highways in such 
townships at least once a month during 
the months of April, May, June, July, 
August, Septembei and October of each 
.year. 


Sec. 2. The supervisors or road com- 


missioners as aforesaid may delegate the 
authority conferred by this act to the 
patbmsisters, and iu any case the com- 
pensation allowed to the person or per- 
sons performing said work shall be made 
by crediting the amount upon the road 
tax assessed against them.

the office at Gettysburg iu 1862, begin- 
ning a railroad service that continued 
until his death. 


During the noted rebel invasion of 18- 


63, culminating in the great battle at Get- 
tysburg, the youug telegraph operator 
had some most thrilling and exciting ex- 
periences. 


May 24th, 1864, lie became railroad 


ageut at the Gettysburg office, which po- 
sition he held for many years 
June 1, 


1882, he was appointed Superintendent 
of the Hanover Junction, Hanover and 
Gettysburg Railroad, and on tiie merger 
and consolidation of this road and the- 


?o years. He had been in ill health ft* 
several year*. General Madill enlisted 
in the Sixth Pennsylvania Reserves in 
June, 1861. and was made major of the 
regiment. On August 30, 1862. he was 
appointed colonel of the One Hundred 
aud Forty-first Pennsylvania Volunteers 
and led the regiment through masy bat- 
ties. At Gettysburg he vas with his 
men in the Peach Orchard and of the 
200 who went iu 19 came out alive. 
He 


w as made a brigadier-general December 
2. 1S06. and brevetted a major-general. 
He had held several county offices and 
served a term in the Legislature, in 1^- 
79 and 1SSQ. He was born at Hunters- 
lowa, this county, says a Towanda dis- 
patch.
